Editorial Column 


The object aimed at appeared 
to be to secure uniformity in 


regard to licenses, particularly liquor licenses, in the three 
counties, and 
to this end 
the districts 
attorneys of these 


counties are each requested 
to draw up an ordinance 
on the 


subject and submit the same to the next meeting of the con- 
vention, so that an ordinance 
embodying 
what is viewed as 


the best features of the three submitted may be framed and 
recommended 
for adoption. 
The license question is one that 


has 
bothered, 
not only 
county 
managers, 
but 
state and 


national legislative bodies, from time immemorial. 
It will 


contiuue to bother them for ages 
to come. 
Like the labor 


question, it is incapable ofa solution 
that 
would be 
satis- 


factory to both sides of the controversy. 
The combined legal 


wisdom of the three counties willleave it not one whit nearer 
a satisfactory settlement. 
Itmust 
be borne in mind that as 


regards liquor licenses the demands ofthe three counties 
are 


wide apart. 
In Tuolumue 
county a comparatively high 


license prevails. 
In our neighboring 
county of Calaveras 
a 


medium tax in the 
shape of licenses is imposed upon liquor 


dealers. In Amador county we are running under a lowlicense 
rate established 
some twenty years 
ago. 
The body of the 


ordinance has been changed several times, but the license fee 
has remained unaltered. 
So that in an effort to secure unifor- 


mity of action in the 
three counties 
Amador 
occupies the 


most 
disadvantageous 
position. 
It may be 
true 
that the 


liquor license in this county is too low. It is perhaps 
the 


lowest in the state. 
We do not believe, 
however, that any 


effort to attain uniformity 
with Tuolumne 
and Calaveras 


would improve matters here. 
Amador would fall heir to the 


major share of the 
displeasure 
that would be 
raised 
there- 


by- 
We have nothing to gain by shaping 
our ordinance to 


accord with the provisions of lawin our neighboring counties 
We shall certainly run into a heap of trouble ifwe adopt such 
a policy. Itis very nice and proper for supervivors of differ- 
ent counties to meet and exchange 
views, but the proposition 


of uniform rates under 
existing 
circumstances 
is freighted 


with disturbance 
as far as this county is concerned. 
Condi- 


tions vary in the different counties, and each county should 
exercise 
its 
own 
sovereignty in such. 
The 
supervisors 


should aim to keep in touch with the 
popular 
sentiment in 


the respective counties, 
instead of following the lead of any 


neighboring county. 


The initialmeeting of the supervisors 
of thiee counties— 


Amador, Calaveras and Tuolumne —was held last Monday in 
Jackson, and a synopsis of the proceedings 
is published else- 


where in this issue. . 
The topic that 
seemed 
uppermost 
in 


the minds of the county fathers of the three sections 
was the 


liquor question, and how to deal with that problem. 
Other 


subjects were brought up, including 
the matter 
of licenses 


generally, but liquor licenses occupied the front seat in the 
discussions. 


THE SUPERVISORS 
CONVENTION 


Itis a noteworthy 
fact that 
the 
supervisors' 
convention 


which assembled 
here last Monday was silent upon 
the 
sub- 


ject of the present 
system of road 
maintenance. 
The old 


saying 
that silence gives consent indicates that the members 


or that body are in.favor ofallowing road matters 
to remain 


as they are, but they did not have the courage to sa}' so. The 
road question is by all odds the most vital issue 
confronting 


the people of the three counties. 
We 
do not believe such a 


unanimity of opinion on any other 
single 
issue 
could be 


secured on a popular 
vote as upon this subject, and the 
vote 


would be in condemnation 
of the existing system of handling 


roads, 
which makes 
each 
supervisor 
the whole 
shooting 


match in his own district. 
A road law framed in the interest

S u p e r v i s o r s ' C o n v e n tio n 


A connvcntion of supervisors of three 
counties of Tuolum ne, 
Calaveras 
and 
Amador was held 
in Jackson, 
in 
the 
superior 
court 
room, 
on 
Monday 
afternoon last. 
T he proceedings 
were 
public. 
Any person was at 
liberty 
to 
listen to the discussion. 
There were 
present the following supervisors: 
Paul 
Morris, 
Sylvester 
Carlon, 
Alexander 
McKenzie and V ictor Solari of Tuolumne 
county; W N G arland and Jacob Tower 
of Calaveras county, 
John Strohni, 
D. 
A. 
Fraser and 
L. 
Burke of 
Amador 
county. 
Paul Morris 
was elected temporary 
chairman, and D. Burke secretary. 
Outside 
of the supervisors named, 
there were only three or four persons 
present listening to the proceedings. 
A 
discussion 
ensued on county 
affairs 
generally, the m ain theme being liquor 
licenses. 
It was stated that Tuolumne county 
received a revenue of 
$18,(XX) 
from 
liquor licenses outside of the city of 
Sonora 
The closing of saloons at m id ­ 
night was recommended. 
Also 
that 
selling in w holesale quantities should 
not be permitted on a retail 
license. 
Bars in business places 
other 
than 
saloons should he in full public views. 
Garland was in favor of high license 
— all the traffic would bear. 
Old tim- 
mers in the b usiness should be looked 
after, and wayside places with watering 
troughs should receive consideration. 
Burke expressed

licenses were entirely too low In 
Ama­ 
dor county. 
H e favored limiting the 
number of saloons.

habitual drunks w ith liquor the license 
of the 
offending saloonman should be

One That Was Said to Be Bigger Than 
a Bushel Basket. 
One of the most rem a rk a b le finds of 
gigantic human rem ains of which we 
have any record w as th at said to have 
been made at Palerm o. Sicily. In the 
y e a r 151(5. when an e n tire skeleton of 
u nh eard of proportions was unearthed 
liy some marble q u a rry men. 
These 
m am m oth remains m easured exactly 
thirty-four feet from lieudut* foot and 
n ine feet seven inches from point to 
point of the shoulders 
A stone ax burled w ith .th is old time 
giant may still be seen at Palermo in 
section 
of tbe St. Isorent museum 
It is made of a bluish looking, fine 
g rain ed bowlder and appears to lie 
ab o u t two feet eight inches long by one 
foot broad and nine inches through in 
th e thickest place. 
A m usty, rusty look­ 
ing tag attached to th e relic Informs 
th e 
visitor that it 
w eighs lifty-two 
fo u n d s, but the g eneral verdict is that 
It could not weigh o v e r thirty or thir­ 
ty-live pounds. 
T h e skeleton was burned by a mob 
in th e year ICO’2 d u rin g the prevalence 
of the black death at Palermo, the 
Ignorant, superstitious 
people believ­ 
ing th at it w as eounected in some mys­ 
terious way with the d e a th dealing dis­ 
tem per. 
The skull o f this giant, nc- 
cording to Abbe F erregus. "w as large­ 
ly excessive of the baskets sayd to 
bold the bushel, being fitted above and 
below e withe teeth to the number of 
slxty-fuure. tbe each of which would 
h av e weighed two ounces.”

without the 
intermediate 
grinding 
into 
flour, 
is 
claimed by D esgoffe and Georges, 
two 
French 
inventors. 
Their apparatus 
is 
called a “ panificator, ” and consists of a 
large screw turning loosely in an upright 
or horizontal cylinder, on the interior of 
which is a screw thread in the reverse 
direction. 
The threads diminish in size 
toward the exit. 
The v/heat, 
cleaned 
and swelled to double volume by soak­ 
ing six hours in 
tepid 
water, 
is fed 
through a 
funnel, 
passes 
in 
whole 
grains into the body of the machine and 
is crushed by the finer threads, 
emerg 
ing as a continuous roll of dough. 
Salt 
and yeast can be added 
before or after 
passing through the machine. 
After be­ 
ing put into a warm place until it rises 
the dough is cut into loaves, 
and these 
are baked 40 to 45 m inutes. 
The bread 
has a much more 
agreeable odor than 
ordinary 
baker's 
bread.

bran by this process, 
both kernel and 
envelope being crushed 
into a 
homo­ 
geneous mass, and 100 pounds of wheat 
y ield 150 pounds o f bread containing the 
entire materia! of the grain.

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BOOSTING 
ASSESSMENTS. 


The state hoard of equalization has done a thriving busi­ 
ness in the boosting of the assessments rolls in the southern 
part of the state, and also San Francisco. 
The total raise 
in the taxable property, it is stated, will amount to over 
♦300,000,000. 
The claim is made that the counties raised 
were assessed on loo low a basis, in some cases as low as 40 
per cent of the actual value, whereas the standard fixed by 
the state equalizers, and according to which county assessors 
were required to list property, was not less than 60 per cent 
of the actual cash value. 
I11 the southern portion of the 
state there was evidence of a concerted effort to undervalue 
property for assessment purposes, in order to avoid their 
rightful share of state taxes. 
The assessment roll for 
municipal purposes was found to be considerably higher 
than that for state and county purposes. 
If this contention 
is correct it was of course the duty of the state board to equal­ 
ize the burden by raising the assessment. 
In the case of 
Sán Francisco, it seems rather hard to raise the figures of 
the local assessors in view of the calamity that so recently 
befell that city. 
The effects of the earthquake and fire are 
still in evidence, notwithstanding the marvelously rapid 
recovery that has been made. 
Sau Francisco is a finer city 
to-day thau it was before the fire. 
The rehabilitation, how­ 
ever, has been accomplished at a tremendous financial drain 
apon the property holders. 
As a rule these have by no 
means got back to anti-disaster times. 
Big tracts of valu­ 
able reality are still desolate, which indicates the straight­ 
ened circumstances of the owners. 
To make an all-round 
raise under such conditions was hardly justifiable, even 
though many individual assessments were altogether too low. 
The true reason for the action of the state board is 
the 
necessity of providing more money for the support of the 
state government. 
The cost ofl government is growing at a 
faster gait than the assessed value of property. 
So it became 
a question of a boost of the assessment roll or an increase of 
tax levy for state purposes. 
It was deemed, more politic to 
swell the roll in the counties where the valuation was con­ 
sidered too low. 
The state levy this year will as a con­ 
sequence be the lowest in the history of the state. 
For all 
that, property holders will have to contribute in the aggre­ 
gate a larger sum for state government than ever before. 
It 
hoped that at the next election the propposition to separate 
state and county taxes will be ratified by the people. 


A dispatch was received this morning that E. H. Harri- 
man. the greatest railroad king the world has known, passed 
away at Arden, N. Y . 
It is currently reported that internal 
cancer was the cause of death. 


Tuolumne county, under the direction of the board of 
supervisors, has issued an elaborate 
illustrated pamphlet 
showing the resources of that county. This shows enterprise, 
and that our near neighbor is wide awake to the urgency of 
endeaveriu g t secure a portion of the immigrants pouring 
into the state.
